In
fhe second place, this would reduce the
nuwmber of lines upon the poles in the streets
of Pittsburg, for if & ten-wire cable were
wsed upon the same pin where one steel or
fron wire is now usad by the telegraph and
telephone people, it would be more sightly
and would not bresk, and there would be no
dropping to cause trouble sod damage to
gither the public or ether people’s properiy.
